Poverty in America subject 


of recent student gathering 


Recently I was part of a student gathering in Denver, Colorado, 
This is not too amazing in itself; the amazing thing was the topic-- 
poverty. Most of us on campus realize that today one of the great- 
est problems facing the United States is the low economic condition 
of one-fifth of our citizens, The gathering in Denver was an attempt 
by students to sit down and discuss the problem and formulate con- 
structive, realistic ways to deal with poverty in the United States 
and ai! of its ramifications. 

Perhaps the most pronounced problem in working with the poverty 
situation is the unrealistic beliefs people have about the poor and the 
opportunities available to them in our society. It is unrealistic, 
even stupid, to say that there is a job for everyone, if only they will 
work, It is unrealistic, even stupid to say that the poor are just plain 
lazy. How can the student work constructively on attitude s? By having 
the courage to challenge stupid statements, ask for the basis and 
accept a rational answer, but don’t accept the garbage that is so often 
used as justification for discrimination against fellow human beings. 

The conference in Denver brought together students from twelve 
western states and I think it is significant to mention what a small 
group from one school managed to do. Four students decided prior 
to the conference that a significant resolution in favor of the guar- 
anteed annual income should come out of the conference. Through 
discussion, argument and explanation these four students were able 
to promote their cause. This is part of social action and this too is 
necessary to wipe out poverty in the United States, 

The students in Denver were of the opinion that the institutions 
as our society must relate to the provlem of poverty. The church 
must change from acceptance of poverty to action toward alleviating 
poverty. The police and courts must deal out justice without regard 
to economic status, The educational system must become aware of 
poverty and relate its skills and curriculum to the poverty problem, 
Industry must not be satisfied with its present tokenism and develop 
policies of total commitment to the poor. 

The students gathered in Denver did not find a way for college stu- 
dents to become involved in the alleviation of poverty. Many ideas 
were presented, programs discussed and injustices cited, but the action 
to take was not defined. Each student must decide for himself, his 
commitment, He must decide what value to place on human welfare. 
He must decide what his priorities are now. He has to decide how 
meaningful and worthy his life is to be, and then he must act on this 
decision. It is the students decision, it is your decision, it is your 


action.

One legal 
partner would file suit against an 
unregistered parcel of land while 
his associate would offer his ser- 
vices for the defense of the land 
title, agreeing to accept land as 
retribution for his services, Re- 
gardiess of the outcome of the 
case, both lawyers would win; 
the Mexican-American land owner 
would be the sole loser. Indicating 
the prevalence of this fraudulent 
practice is the fact that one out 
of every ten Anglos in New Mexico 
in the 1880’s was a lawyer.’’

Business meeting is questioned 


Editor, The Hornet: 
Open letter to the business students 
and faculty: 

I am extremely disturbed about 
the school of business convocation 
held Friday on three major points: 

1. The lack of student partici- 

pation; a generous estimate of 

student attendance would be 100 

persons; 

2. The kinds of issues dis- 

cussed; 

3. My own failure to speak 

out, 

For those of you who were not 
present, the issues discussed 
were: 1) dead hour, 2) a student- 
published paper and a suggestion 
box for the business school, 3) the 
B.A, Advising office, 4) the curri- 
culum change for 1970-71, 5) the 
dispute over the recent student 
elections, 6) the grading system 
proposals, 7) student representa- 
tion on faculty committees, 8) the 
problem of recruiting members of 
minority groups for business 
school, 

I may have omitted some, but 
these were the major topics of 
discussion, They are very roughly 
arranged in the order of time given 
to the topic and interest generated 
by the subject under discussion. 
I suppose that it is not my place 


to pass judgment on these topics, 
but I earnestly question the rele- 
vance of some of them to this 
type of meeting. I am distressed 
by the fact that so little creative 
thinking was demonstrated in the 
areas that I believe to be most 
important, namely items 6, 7 and 
8. 1 also must accept the burden 
of failure to make any attempt 
myself to create a more meaning- 
ful discussion; I felt the situation 
was hopeless, but I cannot accept 
inaction on my part. 

The new proposals regarding a 
change in the grading system 
directly affect students, and yet 
student response was lukewarm 
at best. Student representation 
on faculty committees is a burning 
issue on most other campuses and 
in most of the departments on this 
campus, but business students 
were unbelievably disinterested, 
A little more attention was given 
to the problem of ‘‘getting mem- 
bers of ethnic groups into business 
school,’”’ The student and faculty 
response was, for ‘he most part, 
uncreative and lacking in critical 
self-evaluation. In my opinion 
this issue is a significant one; yet 
all we heard were numerous 
references to the conservative
